Bow Sugar Melts. 


If we drop a lump of sugar into a cup 


of tea, we find it takes a considerable 
time to melt if allowed to remain at the 
bottom of the vessel, but if we hold It 
up in the spoon near the surface of the 
liquid it dissolves much more speedily. 
This is owing to the sugar, as it melts, 
rendering the portion of the tea con- 
taining it heavier. The sweetened part, 
therefore, descends, leaving the sugar 
constantly in contact with unsweetened 
or only partially sweetened tea, in fact, 
a continual circulation of fluid is pro- 
moted fintil the whole is dissolved. 


When the sugar is placed or permitted 


to lie at the bottom of tho cup, it dis- 
solves until the layer of fluid next it is 
thoroughly sweetened or*aturated,when 
it practically ceases to dissolve any fur- 
ther, the sweetened and heavier stratum 
above it acting for a considerable time, 
until the law of diffusion comes grad- 
ually into play, like an impervious cov- 
ering in keeping back the lighter un- 
sweetened fluid above. 


Hence the reason also why stirring, in 


breaking up the saturated layer and al- 
lowing access to the unsweetened por- 
tion, is so effectual in bringing about 
the uniform sweetening of teti. Life is 
not infrequently sweetened by the same 
stirring up process.—Brooklyn Eagle.

When with the 
bird, I particularly noticed that every 
time I retired the nictilating rnembrano 
would immediately cover the eyes and 
obscure them for some time, as they will 
when an owl is confronted with strong 
sunlight, and this gave me the impression 
that the fiery, flashing appearance was 
accompanied with or followed by a burn- 
ing or smarting sensation. 


I have lived a great deal among semi- 


savage men. I have often seen them 
frenzied with excitement, their faces 
white as ashes, their hair erect and their 
eyes dropping great tears of rage, but I 
have never seen in them anything ap- 
proaching to that fiery appearance of the 
owl.—Youth's Companion.

THE FIGHT FOR S1LVE 


The report of the Pendion Bureau 


shows that on Juno 30th, 1893, there 
were 966,812 pensioners on the lists of 
the bureau. The amount appropriated 
for the payment of the pensions is 
$186,000,000, which may or may not be 
sufficient. These reports were made 
twenty-eight years alter the last shot 
was fired in the war, and it is the high- 
efet number that has ever been on the 
pension rolls in this or any other 
country. 


It is surmised that the climax has 


been reached in the pension business 
and that henceforth there will be a fall- 
ing off of from 30,000 to 40,000 a year 
by deaths, remarriages and 
minor 


children attaining their majority. As 
the war ended over twenty-eight years 
ago children born loug afterwards must 
necessarily be drawing pensions. Gen- 
eral Garfleld, when a member of Con- 
gress in 1879, in advo< ating an increase 
of the appropriatfao'i for pensions to 
$29,000,000, stated that tho pension list 
would naturally grov> smaller year by 
year from that titno lor ward. Tho rolls 
to-day show how t> wily it was for a 
man, who u year later was elected Prbi- 
dent of tbe United States, to make mis- 
takes 


In reply to inqaim d from the Senate, 


Commifebioner Lochr<in says the num- 
ber of pensions grautod during the 
year ending September 1, 1893, was 55,- 
244, of which 9,187 wore under the gen- 
eral law and 46,057 under the act of 
1890. 
The number rejected in the &ame 


period was 56,702 Under the act of 
March 1,1893, the po-mons of 3,856per- 
sons residing outsul" the jurisdiction 
of tho United StalfH were suspended 
since July 1,18913.

A 


N ORDINANCE TO AMEND AN ORDI- 
imnce entitled, "An Ordinance to 
Amend Town Ordinance No. 89 of the Town 
of Keno, entitled, ' An Ordinance to fix and 
collect a licence tax upon certain trades and 
business in the town of Keno' 
adopted 
March 1st, 1893, adopted Sept. 4,1893. 
By virtue of the power and authority con- 
ferred by the laws of the State of Nevada, 
the Board of County Commissioners of 
Washoe county, Nevada, do ordain as tol- 


SECTION 1. Section one of said amendatory 
ordinance is hereby amended to read as fol- 


SECTION 1. Every person, firm or associa 
tion engaged in selling goods, wares, mer- 
chandise or other personal property at auc- 
tion or public outcry (except persons making 
such sales under an execution, or other order 
of Court), shall pay quarterly for a licence to 
carry on or conduct such business five hund- 
red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from tlie first day of the month in 
which- such license is issued) of two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each and 
every day, that he or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-five dollars: pro- 
vided, however, that all pel sons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
second-hand vehicles and 1 ve stock may sell 
or cause to be sold at public auction or out- 
cry without obtaining a license therefor. 
Section 2 of said amendatory ordinance Is 
amended so as to read aa follows: 
Every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion having a fixed place of business, and not 
herein specially mentioned or enumerated, 
dealing in goods, wares and merchandise 
shall p»y ft quarterly licence of three dollars.

Coining to That Conclunlon. 


The current number of the Irrigation 


Aye contains an article on the resour- 
ces and capabilities of this State, pub- 
lished under the heading, "Is Nevada a 
Great State After All?" The following 
extracts are taken from the article, 
which ia two lengthy to be published 
in its entirety: 
• 


Here is a striking anomaly that forces 


itself npon the attention of the millions 
at the World's Fan-: No State in the 
union has been more belittled and 
abused than Nevada—no State in the 
union makes a more complete or credit- 
ablejexhibits of the farm, of the mine 
and of the natural resources 
than 


this same Nevada. 


This anomaly staggers a good many 


people who have been taught to believe 
that Nevada has no possible future and 
that it ia utterly devoid of the elements 
which fit a community for statehood. 
The truth is that if half a million 
people were shut up in Nevada to-mor- 
row, the first morning of the twentieth 
century would see there a great State. 
It would be great not merely on one 
production but in many. It would 
have a widespread and diversified agri- 
cultural industry, more profitable to 
individuals than in most other parts of 
the world. It would have a thriving 
mining industry, by no means limited 
to one class of production. 
It would 


support a score of manufacturing in- 
dustries working upon raw meterial 
taken from its mountains and farms. 
It would have many new lines of rail- 
road and many large towns. The ex- 
hibit at the World's Fair gives the lie 
to the assertion that Nevada is fit only 
for a cattle range and a mining camp. 
It proves beyond all question that this 
State of the Sierras is capable of sup- 
porting a large population, of develop- 
ing a well rounded and prosperous 
industrial life, and of adding new 
splendid territory to the domain of 
civilization. 


In one respect the Nevada exhibit is 


unique. Mr. Yerington was appointed 
commissioner March, 15, 1893. Up to 
that time nothing had been done in the 
collection of the material for an exhibit. 
Just one month from the day of his ap- 
pointment he started from Carson to 
Chicago, with everything now on ex- 
hibition from his State in the depart- 
ments of agriculture, mining, chemicals, 
forestry and anthropology. In these 
thirty days Mr. Yerington covered 2200, 
miles of Nevada soil, ransacked the 
State for specimens'' of its production 
in all departments, and managed to get 
together an exhibit complete and highly 
creditable in ever detail. When Idaho's 
agriculture trophies were destroyed by 
flre in transit he promptly applied for 
its space in the agricultural building, 
and erected one of the most artistic 
and pleasing bootha,which he filled with 
his display of irrigated products. The 
accomplishment of the work of two or 
three years in thirty days, with the 
small appropriation of $10,000, was 
feat that surprised and dellgthed the 
managers of the exposition, and ought 
to be highly appreciated by the people 
of Nevada.

Nevada is known as a mining com- 


munity and as very little else. 
Its 


mineral resorces are important and 
that department of its exhibit is in- 
teresting but it is with agricultural and 
irrigated Nevada that readers of the 
Age are chiefly concerned. The World's 
Fair visitor expresses no surprise at 
beholding a complete display of the 
products of the mine, but thousands 
of people have stood before the Nevada 
booth in the pgricultural building and 
rubbed their eyes before fully believ- 
ing that they read the name aright. 
They are surprised to learn that the 
State has an agricultural industry at 
all; they are more surprised when they 
look carefully and observe the extra- 
ordinary quality of the cereals. As the 
world has so often been told that Ne- 
vada has no future and it is in a way 
to be abandoned in the end to the Plate 
Indians, they are surprised to see its 
agricultural possibilities vividly illus- 
trated and aggressively presented for 
consideration. 


PRESENT STATE OF THE INDUSTRY. 


Nothing in this article should be 


constructed to mean that Nevada has 
taken large advantages of the oppor- 
tunities in the development of agri- 
culture. Its people admit that they 
have not done so, and explain it by 
saying that the hundreds of millions 
taken from their mines have gone to 
beautify the aristorcratic quarters of 
San Francisco and New York, rather 
than to fertilize and fructify the soil 
of the State that produced them. Mr. 
F. H. Newell's instructive census bulle- 
tin on Nevada shows precisely what 
has been done. In the census year 
224,403 acres were irrigated. The aver- 
age size of the farm was 192 acres, and 
the average value of products $12.92 
per acre. The number of irrigators 
was 1,167. These figures reveal the 
truth about the agriculture of the 
State. 
Prosperous irrigated farms, 


where scientific and intensive cultiva- 
tion are practiced, do not average as 
high as 192 acres each. Nor does the 
value of their product run as low as 
$12.92 per aero. The fact is that in Ne- 
vada, as in some other parts of the 
arid region, irrigation is principally 
nothing but an adjunct of the stock 
business. It exists as a means of sup- 
plying winter feed for cattle and sheep. 
That is not reclamation in its high, 
true sense. Small, diversified farms, 
watered and cultivated on scientific 
principles, would make a very different 
showing in Nevada. This is one of the 
facts abundantly demonstrated by the 
fair. 


Such farms will be worth nearer $100 


than $41 per acre, the figure giving in. 


the census bulletin. 


NEVADA'S BHNING XNDUSTKY. 


There is less need of directing atten- 


tion to Nevada's mining industry. Min- 
ing is an industry which furnishes its 
own impetus. There was no difficulty 
in finding settlers for California after 
Marshall had picked up the nugget of 
gold at Sutter's mill. 
The alluring 


hope of sudden wealth is a magnet 
that always draws men and money 
The more the mining industry flour- 
ishes, the greater the home market 
will be for the products of irrigated 
farms, and the more readily will capi- 
tal be obtained for the construction of 
irrigation works. While Nevada's min- 
eral wealth is well known, it is very 
likely that many fail to appreciate its 
full proportions. 
The State stands 


second only to California in the total 
value of precious metals produced from 
1848 to 1891. California's figure is $1,- 
289,823,000, and Nevada's $587,381,515. 
Then follow Colorado, Montana, Utah 
and Idaho at a considerable interval 
behind the Battle-born State. 
The to- 


tal yield of the State in 1892 was about 
$3,500,000, and yet the development of 
mining possibilities has scarcely begun. 
Outside of the precious metals there 
are other resources of greater import- 
ance. The base metais, building stones 
and other valuable deposits have not 
begun to be utilized commercially, ex- 
cept in the most limited degree. These 
things remain as assets for the future 
to realize upon. 


Commissioner Yerington was too 


late to obtain ground floor space for 
his mining exhibit, but he secured a 
conspicuous position in the gallery of 
the mining building and filled it with 
a wonderful 
collection of Nevada's 


mineral product. 
Everything in the 


broad range of the State's mineral re- 
sources is here shown to a splendid 
advantage. 
There has just been re- 


ceived and placed on exhibition speci- 
mens of gold from the Oest mine at 
Silver City, Nev., where four men re- 
cently realized $24,000 in the yellow 
metal in twenty-seven days. 


A writer in Current Literature says 


that the best of all the mineral_ exhibits 
at the World's Fan- is f ^m Nevada. It 
says: 


The collection does not contain a 


piece of ore in which pure metal is not 
to be seen lying in little chunks on the 
surface ready to be picked or twisted 
in wire from through the entire rock. 
Silver is shown in the ores in all its 
forms, native, black metal, wire, ruby 
chloride and bromide. There are bits 
of gold ore, no larger than one's fists 
together that are valued at $800. On 
other pieces of ore it requires only the 
application of a little cleansing acid to 
reveal pure gold. 
One remarkable 


specimen shows gold and silver ore to- 
gether in a piece of iron ore. From the 
Hawthorne mining district are speci- 
mens of ore that run $200,000 a ton." 


THE PKE-HISTORIO EXHIBIT. 


Nothing shown at the World's Fair 


from any part of the wide world has 
excited deeper interest than the pre- 
historic exhioit of Nevada. This occu- 
pies a. space of 19x40 feet in the west 
gallery of the anthropological building 
and is a reproduction of a section of 
the Nevada State Prison quarry, situ- 
ted one and one-half miles southeast of 
Carson City, at the base of the foothills 
of the Pine Nut range of mountains. 
The walls of the quarry rise to a height 
of from twelve to thirty-two feet and 
surround an excavation on three sides 
covering an area of two acres. Upon 
the floor of this excavation are found 
the distinct imprints of what are sup- 
posed to be the tracks of a human 
being and by others that of a sloth. 
The tracks of the elephant are not dis- 
puted, as the remains of the mam- 
moth were lincovered and the teeth of 
the elephant are also exhibited as they 
were found imbedded in the sandstone. 
The hipbone is also exhibited together 
with the jawbone of the horse, hyena, 
tantalus or mammoth wader. 


The entire exhibit is surrounded by 


a railing from which is suspended* 
large photographs showing the situa- 
tion of the various prints, and also 
their relative depths from the surface. 


In a glass case are two human relics 


found eighteen feet under the surface 
and of Indian origin, having been 
used for sharpening arrows; shells and 
petriflcations of wood, found in the 
various stratas of th6 walls. This ex- 
hibit is a most attractive one, as will 
be seen by the throngs of people con- 
stantly studying it. 


On Chicago day at the World's Fair 


the attendance was 751,026 and the gate 
receipts $356,823.

Cosmetics Among the Romans. 


All that had been previously done in 


the way of facial decoration was left far 
in tho shade by the ancient Romans. 
All tho Latin writers—historians, poeta, 
naturalists and others—mention it in 
one way or another. It vras the practice 
of Boman actors, as it has been of those 
of the profession since the theater has 
existed. 
Many of the emperors used 


paint more or less freely. Heliogabalus, 
one of the most eccentric, when he en- 
tered Rome for the first time, had his 
eyelashes painted black and his cheeks 
red and white. In the time of Angnstus 
the custom was universal among women 
of fashion, details of which are given by 
Horace, Cutullns, Tibnllus, Ovid, Pro- 
pertius and the rest. Martial speaks of 
the chalk of Pabulla that fears the rain, 
and the wax of Sabella that fears the 
sun. 


Horace mentions red lead and carmine 


as among the articles employed. Ju- 
venal in one of hia satires describes a 
paste that covers the faces of wives and 
adheres with tenacity to the faces of hus- 
bands. Coquettes, according to Horace, 
used a paste prepared from beans, much 
like that used by some modern French- 
women, and were also given to the uso 
of cummin. Mandragorais mentioned by 
Pliny, and poppies by Ovid.—San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle.

London show though the substance is not 
a valuable germicide—germs withstand- 
iug its action for eome time—it proves 
to possess, of all substances, the greatest 
antiseptic power, eo that a germ treated 
wi/;h the article, unless perchance it geta 
inf.o the blood or is exposed to very ex- 
ceptional conditions, is powerless to 
grow—that is, it is probable that a spore 
cf subtiJis of anthrax treated with subli- 
mate, 1 in 1,000, and then thrown on the 
soil or into wntor, will not germinate, 
owing to the fact that the capsule of 
sublimate surrounding it is not removed. 


It is found that corrosive sublimate 


forms with cellulose, as cloth, filter pa- 
per, 
etc., with silk, with albuminous 


bodies, witfa some part of bacteria, prob- 
ably the envelope, a chemical compound 
that cannot be removed with any amount 
of washing in water. Thus sublimate 
when acting on a germ forms a capsule 
around it that protects the germ for a 
time from the further action of the sub- 
limate and in turn forms an impenetra- 
ble barrier to the growth of the organism 
unless removed. This barrier may bere- 
tuoved with salines.

A Newsdealer Pays For n Libel. 


A libel case somewhat similar to that 


which Messrs. W. H. Smith successfully 
defended the other day has just come 
before cue of the correctional courts in 
Paris. M, de Sesmaisons, a former min- 
ister plenipotentiary of the French re- 
public at Hayti, at present residing in 
Paris, was annoyed at some comments 
upon WB conduct while in America thftt 
appeared in the Now York Tribune. The 
article spoke vaguely of his having ac- 
quired a certain notoriety and of his be- 
ing irresponsible for his actions in the 
eye of the law. 


AB the New York Tribune has no prop- 


erty in France, M. de Sesmaisons judged 
"it was useless to proceed against that 
paper, but he decided to indict M, Bron* 
tano, the proprietor of the Anglo- 
American library in the Avenue de 
I'Opera, where copies of the offending 
number were sold. The plaintiff asked 
for 50,000 francs damages. 


Without admitting BO extravagant a 


claim, the court condemned the unfor- 
tunate news agent, who quite possibly 
cannot read English, to pay 6,000 francs 
to the plaintiff, as well as a fine of 100 
francs, and to insert the terms of the 
judgment in any 10 newspapers M. de 
Sesmaisons may select.—London News. 


An Aluminium Bicycle.
